Funeral Train 


and Tolling 


Vast Multitudes Lined the Tracks at Every 


Station as the Train Passed Slowly by Deeply 
Draped in Mourning 


PITTSBURG, PA., 3EPT. 18.—THE TRAIN RAN MORE SLOWLY 
AFTER 
LEAVING 
HARRISON 


SHORTLY AFTER MIDNIGHT AND DAYLIGHT WAS DAWNING AS IT ARRIVED AT AUTOONA, AT THE 
FOOT OF THE EASTERN SLOPE OF THE ALLEGHANIES. 
BUT THROUGH THE SEM I-DARKN ESS THE 


FORMS OF MANY PEOPLE COUL D BE SEEN ALONG THE TRACK. OUTSIDE THE STATION AT AL- 
TOONA A THRONG OF THREE OR FOUR THOUSAND PERSONS SURGED AROUND THE TRAIN. MANY 
HAD WAITED THERE FOR HOURS, AS THE TRAIN WAS SCHEDULED TO REACH THAT POINT AT 3.20 
A.M. 
EXTRA ENGINES WERE COUPLED ON AND THE TRAIN WAS PULLED LABORIOUSLY UP THE

A VETERAN 


Tells of a Thrilling Experience 
in the Civil War. 


JtVam the Beaoon. Leonardtown. Md. 
Many veterans of the Rebellion car* 
recall incidents aa thrilling as the cav­ 
alry charge in which the narrator of 
the following experience nearly lost h is 
life, and, unfortnnately, many of tho 
old soldiers have disabilities that are un­ 
pleasant reminders of their days in tho 
army. To all such this story will have 
a peculiar interest and may show tho 
way to restore health, strength and en­ 
ergy. Mr. William H. Whiting, of Mt. 
Holly, Va., says: 
“ When the Civil war began I joined 
Co. F, of tho Tenth New York Cavalry.

Copies of Fine Paintings Suspended 
on the W alls—The Upper Hall 
Well Supplied With Pictures 


There are more works of art in our 
schools than the public is generally 
aw are of. 
In our High school the pict­ 
ures are not num erous but what there 
ore are good ones, including portraits 
of great men, and copies of some of the 
world’s great pictures. 
In the new office for the use of P rin­ 
cipal Irish is a picture of a group of 
High school officers of the class of 
1901. 
The furnishings of this room are 
a 11 very harmonious, but of course it 
is too soon yet to have many pictures 
placed there. 
In the reference room are several 
fine pictures, including The Bambino, 
a noted frieze presented in 1901 by the 
Greenhalge Debating society: a pict­ 
ure of The Prophets, presented by the 
class of I*<559. A copy of resolutions on 
the death of their captain by th** Foot 
ball team; Ruins of the Roman Forum: 
a fine picture of Aurora: two views of 
the chemical laboratory and a picture 
of a hand showing the action of the 
X-rays. 
In room I are two fine pictures, one 
of the cotton fields in the south, pre­ 
sented by Mr. Haven Perham : the o th ­ 
er a picture of W ashington 
and 
his 
generals, a private gift to the room.

cerning possible capotes. For my own 
part. I feel rather skeptical on tin* lat­ 
ter subject, and inclined to thin): that 
if tilere is any truth in tins movement 
in favor of capotes it will not take ef­ 
fect for some time, in all probability, 
not until very late 
winter 
or

spring. American buyers will trot have 
had the choice put before them, the

This is but ons of several com m unications of the same kind received by 


T h * Sun, and as the m atter seems to be widely discussed, it merits a full 


•nd satisfactory answer. 
Article ll of the Constitution of the United States has a paragraph pro­ 


viding as follows: 


-In case of the rem oval of the preHidcnt from office, or his death, resig­ 


nation, or Inab ility to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, 
the same shall devolve upon the vice-president, and the congress m ay 
by­ 


law provide for the case of removal, death, resignation, or Inability, both of 
the president and vice-president, declaring what officer shall then act as 
president; and such officer shall act accordingly until the disability be re­ 
moved, pr a president shall be elected." 


On Ja n u a ry 19, 1886, th* above provision of the constitution was modi- 


flsd by an act of congress which is as follows: 


That In case of removal, death, resignation, or inab ility of both the pres­ 


ident and vice-president of the United States, the sec retary of state, or if 
there be none, or In case of his rem oval, death, 
resignation, 
or 
inability, 


then the secretary of the treasury, o r if there be none. or In cage of his 
removal, death, resignation, or inab ility, then 
the secretary of war, 
or if 


there be none, then the attorney-general, or lf there be none, or In case of 
hi* removal, death, resignation, or inab ility, then the postmaster-general, or 
If there be none, or in case of his rem oval, death, resignation, or inability, 
then the secretary of the navy, or if tin re be none, or In ease of his removal, 
death, resignation, or inability, then t he secretary of the Interior shall act 
as president until the disability of the president, vice-president is removed 
or a president shall be elected: 
Provided that whenever the powers and 


duties of the office of president of the 
United Stat* s shall devolve upon any 


of the persons named herein, if congress be not then in session, or if it would 
not meet in accordance with law w ithin tw enty days thereafter, It shall be 
th* duty of the person upon whom said powers and du tba shall devolve to 
issue a proclamation convening congress in extraordinary 
session, 
giving 


tw enty days notice of the tim e of meeting. 


Sec. 2. 
That the preceding section shall only be held to describe und 


apply to such officers uh shall have been appointed by the advice and con­ 
sent of the senate to the officers therein named, and such as are eligible 
to the office of president under the constitution, and not under im peach­ 
ment by the house of representative* o f the United States ut the time the 
powers and duties of the office shall devolve upon them respectively.

Thut sections one hundred and forty-six, one hundred and fo r­ 


ty-seven, one hundred and forty-eight, one hundred and forty-nine, and 
one hundred and fifty of the Revised Statu tes are hereby repealed.

and satisfactory answer. 
Article ll of the Constitution of the United States has a paragraph pro­ 


viding ae follows: 


“In case of tho rem oval of tho p re s id e n t from office, or hie death , roelg- 
rmtion, or Inability to disch arg e th e pow ers and duties of th e said office, 
the sam e ahull devolve upon the v ic e - president, and th e congress m ay 
by 
law provide for the case of rem oval, d ea th , resig natio n, or Inability, both of 
the president and v ice-president, d e c la rin g w h a t officer shall then a c t as 
president: and such officer shall act acc o rd in g ly until the disability be r e ­ 
m oved, or a president shall be elected." 


On January 10, 1886, the above provision of the constitution was modi­ 
fied by an act of congress which is as follows: 


T h a t In case of rem oval, death, resig n atio n , or inability of both th e p r e s ­ 
ident and v ice-president of the U nited States, th e secretary of state, or if 
there be none, o r In case of his rem o val, death, 
resign ation ,

then th e secre tary of th e navy, or lf th e r e be none, or in case of his rem oval, 
death, resignation, or inability, th en t he se c re ta ry of th e Interio r shall act 
as president until th e disability of th e president, v ice-p resid en t is rem oved 
or a president shall be elected: 
P ro v id ed th a t w h enever th e pow ers and 
duties of th e office of president of the 
United S ta te s shall devolve upon any 
of the persons nam ed herein, lf c o n g ress be not th en In session, or lf it would 
not m eet in accordance w ith law w ith in tw en ty d a y s th ereafter, It shall be 
the duty of th e person upon w hom sa id pow ers an d d u tie s shall devolve to 
issue a proclam ation convening c o n g re ss 
in e x tra o rd in a ry session, 
giving 
twenty days notice of the tim e of m eeting.

powsra and duties of the office shall devolve upon th em respectively.

Mayor’s Statement in Justice 


to the Alderman

Copies of Fine Paintings Suspended 
on the W alls— The Upper Hall 
Well Supplied With Pictures 


There are more works of art in our 
schools than the public is generally 
aw are of. 
In our High school the pict­ 
ures are not numerous but what there 
ure are good ones, including portraits 
of great men, and copies of some of the 
world’s great pictures. 
In the new office for the use of P rin­ 
cipal Irish is a picture of a group of 
High school officers of the class of 
1901. 
The furnishings of this room are 
all very harmonious, but of course it 
is too soon yet to have many pictures 
placed there. 
In the reference room are several 
fine pictures, including The Bambino, 
a noted frieze presented in 1901 by the 
Greenhalge Debating society; a pict­ 
ure of The Prophets, presented by the 
class of 1889. 
A copy of resolutions on 
the death of their captain by the Foot 
ball team; Ruins of the Roman Forum: 
a fine picture of Aurora: two views of 
the chemical laboratory and a picture 
of a hand showing the aition of the 
X-rays. 
In room I ure two fine pictures, one 
of the cotton fields in the south, pre­ 
sented by Mr. Haven Perham ; the oth­ 
er a picture of W ashington 
and 
his 
generals, a private gift to the room. 
In Room 2 is a draw ing showing the 
Underground supp’v of driven well w a­ 
ter. presented by City Engineer Bow­ 
ers. 
Room 4 has a fine picture of the front 
view of the Notre Dame, Paris, a pri­ 
vate gift. 
In Room 3 there is a group picture of 
the Boys’ battalion of the class of 1897; 
a picture of Longfellow, Holmes and 
W hittier: a group picture of the offi­ 
cers of the class of 1895; the football 
team of 1893: a fine copy of The An­ 
gelus and a pictuie of Minerva, and a 
picture of Hercules 
This room like 
the reference room 
furnished. 
The school has a fin0 s°t of relief 
m aps for th<= instruction of the physi­ 
cal geography class, showing the ex­ 
tension of the coast lines. 
There are 
also various charts 
for 
use 
in 
the 
classes, and for the physiology class 
there are models and lantern slide*. 


Our High school 
is 
certainly 
well 
supplied in apparatus for use in illus­ 
trating lessons, and unless one pays 
the school a visit it Is hard to get an 
adequate idea of w hat the school pos­ 
sesses. 
In 
the 
second 
hall 
are 
hung 
the 
rules 
and 
conditions 
which 
are required to win the Carney medal, 
also the conditions required to obtain 
honorable mention and to he a 
star 
scholar. 
The rules are very neatly 
framed. 
In the physical laboratory rooms is 
excellent apparatus for the instruction 
of students, and in all the rooms maps, 
globes and charts are liberally us> d. 
But It is in the large hall on the u p ­ 
per floor where the finest pictures are 
to be seen. 
Among the works of art 
here 
are 
Hector bidding farewell to 
Droinaque, presented to the school by 
the class of 1893: Tile Coliseum pre­ 
sented by the class of 1898: the Roman 
Forum, an excellent view, gift of the 
class of 1899. 
Another fine picture is 
of The Chariot Race, from Ben H ut'. 
One of the finest pictur es In the hall is 
that of the Castle of St. Angelo, pre­ 
sented by the class of 1900. 
In the 
large hall there are also several por­ 
traits of prominent men, presented to 
the school by evening school classes. 
Among these are portraits of Freder­ 
ick T. Greenhalge, Benjamin F. B ut­ 
ler, Admiral Dewey, ex-Governor R u s­ 
sell, Abraham Lincoln, Jam es A. G ar­ 
field, and George Washington. 
At the present time the pupils of the 
High school are contemplating making 
a gift to the school of a fine portrait 
of our late martyred president. W il­ 
liam McKinley. 
This, when procured, 
will be hung beside the portraits of 
Lincoln and Garfield. 
Another fine picture In the large hall 
is very artistically | Is a fine view of the United States 
Capitol at Washington. 
Our High school is not so liberally 
supplied with picture* as many of our 
lower grades of schools, but what pic­ 
tures there are are excellent. 
In the Annex there are as yet no 
pictures, but they will come in due 
time.

Mayor Dlmon this morning gave out 
for publication the following 
statem ent 
in relation to the article concerning Ald­ 
erm an Sullivan which appeared In a local 
paper yesterday. 
Lowell, Mass., Sept. 18, 1901. 
I think that it is no more than Justice 
to Alderman Sullivan, a sworn official of 
the city, for me to slate th at In con­ 
nection with the unfortunate publication 
of some statem ents attributed to him In 
connection with a call meeting of the 
board of aldermen last 
S aturday even­ 
ing, th a t I have never had tile slightest 
occasion to doubt or question the pa­ 
triotism of Hie alderman, and I do not 
now. Alderm an Sullivan and I have d e ­ 
ferred upon the question of an appropria­ 
tion for a bath house on Market street. 
I conscientiously believed 
it 
against 
the Interests of the city to sign the order. 
He, 
probably in as good faith, was in 
favor of it. 
On this point we differed. 
Other than th at my official relations with 
him have been pleasant aud I tru st they 
will continue so. 
The circum stances of 
the case are 
these: 
I had called by a w ritten notice served 


upon every alderman and councilman, a 
special meeting for the evening of Sep­ 
tember 14th to take measures for the 
proper observance of the death of our 
president. No official action could be ta k ­ 
en by the city until order* had been pass­ 
ed by the city council. The 
common 
council at 8.30 had a quorum 
and were 
waiting for a quorum- of the board of 
aldermen. 
I had waited over one half 
an hour for a quorum to be prosent. I 
knew th at Aldermau Sullivan was the 
nearest alderman and sent for him twice. 
Mv messengers returned and reported to 
me th a t the aldermen could not be pres­ 
ent. I know nothing more about the case 
than this, but wish to assure the public 
th at I have not the slightest reason to 
doubt th at Alderman Sullivan’s 
excuse 
for not appearing on account of business, 
was a correct one and by no insinuation 
In any manner do J doubt bis patriotism. 
I also should state in justice to my pri­ 
vate stenographer. Mr. Meioy, th at the 
report of Mr. Sullivan 
th a t I received 
came from the assistant messenger at 
city hall who was sent over by my orders 
to reejuest Alderman 
Sullivan’s 
atten d ­ 
ance.

from William J. Bryan to the dead p r u ­ 
dent was given to the Associated Press 
yesterday: 
Quoting the words of President McKin­ 
ley "God's will be done,” Mr. Bryan re­ 
called the pathetic scenes at the death 
bed und continued: 
"The terrible deed at Buffalo, rudely 
breaking the ties of family and friend­ 
ship and horrifying every patriotic citi­ 
zen. crowns 
a most extraordinary life 
with a halo th at cannot but exalt Uh vic­ 
tim's place in history, while his bravery 
during the trying ordeal, his forgiving 
spirit and his fortitude in the Anal hours, 
give glimpses of his inner life which noth­ 
ing less tragic could have revealed: 
"B ut inexpressibly sad us is the death 


of McKinley, the illustrious citizen, it is 
the damnable m urder of McKinley, the 
president, that melts 75,000,000 hearts in­ 
to one and brings a hush to the farm, 
the factory and tile forum. 
"No one can estim ate the far-reaching 
effect of such an act as th a t which now 
casts a gloom over our land. It shames 
America In the eyes of the world. 
It 
impairs her moral prestige and gives ene­ 
mies of free’ government a chance to 
mock at her and it excites an indigna­ 
tion which, while righteous in itself, may 
lead to acts which will p artak e of 
the 
spirit of lawlessness. 
"As the president’s death 
overwhelms 
all In a common sorrow, so it imposes 
a certain responsibility, namely: 
"To so avenge the wrong done to the 
president, his family and the country, as 
to make the executive life secure without 
abridgement of fro* dom of 
speech or 
freedom of the press.”

The w eather cleared con­ 
siderably this morning, and by seven 
o'clock, the hour fixed

est of masts, all bedecked with flags. 
A stream of spectators wended their 
w ay in the direction of the piers and 
w harves from which a glimpse of the 
Cassini might be gained as she thread­ 
ed a passage through the smacks to 
th* sea. 
A portion of the docks, on 
which is situated the cham ber of com­ 
merce house, a t which the public lunch 
today took place, and where the Cas­ 
sini was moored, was completely cut 
off by troops and admission was denied 
except to members of the press and 
those persons accom panying President 
Loubet. 
The Cassini was only a lit­ 
tle one side, a distance of IOO yards 
from the landing stage, and a small 
ecrpwd was allowed to assemble behind 
the cordon, and these persons formed 
the only portion of the ordinary public 
able to witness the departure of Presi­ 


dent Loubet and the landing 
of 
the 
Czar and the main body of the visitors. 
Th< inhabitants of Dunkirk saw abso­ 
lutely nothing of the Czar, as the cere­ 
monies took place behind an impene­ 
trable wall of soldiers and the Czar in 
company with President Loubet en­ 
tered the train at the dockside. 
After 
lunching adjacent to the cham ber of 
commerce, they 
left 
for 
Compeigne 
without even traversing tho streets of 
Dunkirk. 
These arrangem ents were a 
source of keen disappointm ent to thr 
citizens of Dunkirk, who having lav­ 
ishly decorated their town had hoped 
the Czai would drive through some of 
the main streets to the railroad station 
instead of going on board the train 
inside the docks. 
At ton o’clock, the Cassini, which had 
proceeded to the three-mile limit to es­ 
cort tho Standard, the 
C zar’s 
yacht, 
Into French waters, returned 
to 
the 
roadstead accompanied by the Czar's 
yac ht and the Russian cruiser. 
Enorm ous crowds invaded Dunkirk 
by train and road. 
Thousands 
pro­ 
ceeded on foot and by street cars to 
the promenade on the1 seashore, a cou­ 
ple of miles from Dunkirk, from which 
point was obtained a magnificent view 
of the Meet riding at anchor In two 
lines.

Mayor’s 


to 
Statement in Justice 


the Alderman 


Does Not Doubt Alderman Sull­ 
ivan’s Patriotism Nor His Ex­ 
cuse for Not Attending Special 
Meeting—His Honor Explains 
Circumstances of Case 


Mayor Dlmon this morning gave out 
for publication the following statement 
In relation to the article concerning Ald­ 
erman Sullivan which appeared in a local 
paper yesterday. 
Lowell, Mass., Sept. 18, 1901. 
I think that it is no more than Justice 
lo Alderman Sullivan, a sworn official of 
the city, for me to state that in con­ 
nection with the unfortunate publication 
of some statements attributed to him In 
connection with a call meeting of the 
board of aldermen last 
Saturday even­ 
ing, that I have never had the slightest 
occasion to doubt or question the pa­ 
triotism of Hie alderman, and I do not 
now. Alderman Sullivan and I have dif­ 
fe re d upon the question of an appropria­ 
tion for a bath house on Market street. 
I conscientiously believed 
it 
against 
the interests of the city to sign the order. 
He, 
probably in as good faith, was in 
favor of it. 
On this point we differed. 
Other than that my official relations with 
him have been pleasant and I trust they 
will continue so. 
The circumstances of 
the case are 
these: 
I had called by a written notice served 


upon every alderman and councilman, a 
special meeting for the evening of Sep­ 
tember 14th to take measures for the 
proper observance of the death of our 
president. No official action could be ta k ­ 
en by the city until orders had been pass­ 
ed by th© city council. The 
common 
cpuncil at 8.30 had a quorum 
and were 
waiting for a quorum- of the bourd of 
aldermen. 
I had waited over one half 
an hour for a quorum to be present. I 
knew that Alderman Sullivan was tho 
nearest alderman and sent for him twice. 
Mv messengers returned and reported to 
me that the aldermen could not be pres­ 
ent. I know nothing more about the case 
than this, but wish to assure the public 
that I iutve not the slightest reason to 
doubt that Alderman Sullivan’s 
excuse 
for not appearing on account of business, 
was a correct oui' and by no insinuation 
in any manner do I doubt his patriotism.

It shames 
America in the eyes of the world, 
impairs her moral prestige and gives ene 
mles of free* government a chance to 
mock at her and It excites an indigna 
Hon which, while righteous in Itself, may 
lead to acts which will partake of

spirit of lawlessness. 
“As the president’s death

Pictures Seen at the 
Lowell High School 


Copies of Fine Paintings Suspended 
on the W alls—The Upper Hall 
W ell Supplied With Pictures 


There are more works of art in our 
schools than the public is generally 
aw are of. 
In our High school the pict­ 
ures are not numerous but what there 
are are good ones, including portraits 
of great men, and copies of some of the 
world’s great pictures. 
In the new office for the use of P rin ­ 
cipal Irish is a picture of a group of 
High school officers of the class of 
1901. 
The furnishings of this room are 
all very harmonious, but of course it 
is too soon yet to have many pictures 
placed there. 
In the reference room are several 
fine pictures, including The Bambino, 
a noted frieze presented in 1901 by the 
Greenhalge Debating society; a pict­ 
ure of The Prophets, presented by the 
class of 1889. 
A copy of resolutions on 
the death of their captain by the Foot 
ball team: Ruins of the Rom an Forum ; 
a fine picture of A urora; two views of 
the chemical laboratory and a picture 
of a hand showing the action of the 
X-rays. 
In room I are two fine pictures, one 
of the cotton fields in the south, pre­ 
sented by Mr. Haven Perham ; the oth­ 
er a picture of W ashington 
and 
his 
generals, a private gift to the room. 
In Room 2 is a draw ing showing the 
underground supply of driven well w a­ 
ter. presented by City Engineer Bow­ 
ers. 
Room 4 has a fine picture of the front 
view of the Notre Dame, Paris, a pri­ 
vate gift. 
In Room 3 there is a group picture of 
the Boys’ battalion of the class of 1897; 
a picture of Longfellow, Holmes and 
W hittier: a group picture of the offi­ 
cers of the class of 1895; the football 
team of 1S93; a fine copy of The A n­ 
gelus and a picture of Minerva, and a 
picture of Hercules. 
This room like 
the reference room. Is very artistically 
furnished. 
The school has a fine set of relief 
m aps for the instruction of the physi­ 
cal geography class, showing the ex­ 
tension of the coast lines. 
There are 
also various cherts 
for 
use 
in 
the 
classes, and for the physiology class 
there are models and lantern slides. 


Our High school 
is 
certainly 
well 
supplied in apparatus for use in Illus­ 
trating lessons, and unless one pays 
the school a visit it is hard to get an 
adequate idea of w hat the school pos­ 
sesses. 
In 
the 
second 
hall 
are 
hung 
the 
rules 
and 
conditions 
which 
are required to win the Carney medal, 
also the conditions required to obtain 
honorable mention and to be a 
sta r 
scholar. 
The rules are very neatly 
framed. 
In the physical laboratory rooms is 
excellent ap p aratu s for the instruction 
of students, and in all the rooms maps, 
globes and charts are liberally us-d. 
But It Is Iii the large hall on the u p ­ 
per floor where the finest pictures are 
to be seen. 
Among the works of a rt 
here 
are 
H ector bidding farewell to 
Dromaque, presented to the school by 
the class of 1893; The Coliseum pre­ 
sented by the class of 1898; the Roman 
Forum, an excellent view, gift of the 
class of 1S99. 
Another fine picture is 
of The Chariot Race, from Ben F u r. 
One of the finest pictures In the hall Is 
that of the Castle of s?t. Angelo, p re­ 
sented by the class of 1900. 
In the 
large hall there are also several por­ 
traits of prominent men, precented to 
the school by evening school classes. 
Among these are portraits of F reder­ 
ick T. Greenhalge, Benjamin F. B u t­ 
ler, Admiral Dewey, ex-Governor R u s­ 
sell, A braham Lincoln, Jam es A. G ar­ 
field, and George Washington.

The \ lait to 
the Bradford conditioning house wus 
very Instructive and profitable, the re ­ 
sult of which will in the near future 
beni' fruit at the Lowell institution.” 
Prof. Umpleby also visited the Glas­ 
gow exhibition and spent much of his 
time studying the new departures in 
textile designing und 
weaving.

He advocated double furnaces 
as cheaper in the winter, when only 
one would be required, and as safer In 
the case of un accident to one furnace. 
The additional cost of building an 
mple stack would In the end be j u s t ­ 
ed. he said. 
He presented plans for 
an improved plant similar to one in 
use ut 
Youngstown, Ohio.

ferred this to the plant seen by the 
committee at Bridgeport. 
"I understand that we are in compe­ 
tition with the furnace at W aterbury," 
he continued.

Article II af tho Constitution of the United States lias a paragraph pro- 


viding' as followa: 


"In case of the removal of the president from office, or Ills death, roslg- 


nntton, or Inability to discharge dm iiuivcrs uml ilutira uf lln; nulil otll<:e. 
the same shall devolve upon the vice-iH-i-slilmt. ami

On. January 16, 1886, tho above provision of tho constitution was modi- 


fled by an act of congress which is as follows:

pot meet In accordance with law w i t h i n twenty ilayd thereafter, it shall be 
the duty of the person upon whom said powers and dutkn shall devolve to 
Issue -a proclamation convening i-ongrosg In extraordinary session, giving 
twenty daya notice of the time of meeting. 


Sec. .2. That the preceding section j>hnll only be held to describe and. 


»PPly to auch officers ns shall have been appointed by the advice and eon- 
Bent of the-senate to the orticers therein named, and such as a] e eligible 
to the ofllce of president under the constitution, nnd not under Impeach- 
ment by the houee of representatives o f tlie United States ut the time the 
powers and duties of the office shall d evolve upon llicm respectively. 


Sec. 3. That sections one hundred and forty-si:;, one hundred oad for- 


ty-seven, one hundred and forty-eight, one hundred and forty-nine, and 
one hundred and fifty of the Uevised Statutes are hereby repealed.

pres iden t: and BUih officer shall a ct acco rd in g ly until th e disability be r e ­ 
moved, o r a president shall be elec ted.” 
On January 19, 1986, th* above pro vision of the

fisd by an act of congres s which is a s follows: 


T h a t in case of removal, death, re signa tion, or inability of both th e p r e s ­ 
ident and vice-president of th e U n ite d S t a b s, the se c r e ta ry of state, or if

pot meet In accordance with law w i t h i n tw e n ty d a y s th ereafter, it shall be 
th* duty of the person upon whom s a id powers and du tie s shall devolve to 
Issue a proclamation conve ning c o n g re s s 
in e x t r a o r d i n a r y session, giving 
twenty d ays notice of the tim e of m eetin g.

BISHOP ANDREWS 


Delivered an Eloquent Funeral 


Oration 


Press to The Sun 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The oration 
at the rotunda by Bishop Andrews yes­ 
terday was eloquent and appropriate. The 
closing passage was as follows: 
* * I x>F t to us. hut not to his God; lost
